I whtopored to him that there was reason to have suspicions about who was behiM the 
actual killtog. There was advance knowledge that it was planned. 1 have taped toter- 
vlewa on this that isay or may not be mote than rumor. One to particular is quite un- 
usual and made under the aost exceptional circumstances. 

Present todicatioaa are tiat the Departmtmt of Justice and tiie FBI are raaktog 
strong efforts «ith the Times for new propaganda.
